HE TAG TEAM mate: can 

trace its beginings to Australia, 
back in the early-1950s. In the 30 
years since its invention, tag team 
matches have become so popular 
that many men, for instance, Mr. 
Fuji, wrestle in that type of match 
almost exclusively. Many fans 
prefer the wild, continuous action 


of a tag team match to a singles 
match. 

But don’t be surprised if 
someday soon you see _ this 


inscription: Tag Team Matches; 
1951-1982; R.LP. 

Ironically, tag team matches 
may be doomed not because of a 
lack of interest by the fans but

because they have become 
too popular. 

“lve made more money 
wrestling in a tag team in one year 
than I have in all my singles 
matches combined,” said Tony 
Garea, a six-time former holder of 
the WWF tag team championship. 
“] love wrestling with a partner. But 
now, unlike in the past, I have to 
think twice before I agree to team 
with someone. The backstabbings 
have become like a plaque.” 

In fact, since his breakup with 
Rick Martel, Tony Garea has not 
attempted to find a steady tag 
team partner. “Oh, I’ve had 
offers,” Tony says. “Kevin Sullivan 
wanted me to come to Florida, and 
Ted DiBiase called me a few 
months ago. But | refused both of 
them, and I’m glad.” 

The Ervine Sports Bureau, 
which keeps extensive records on 
wrestling, recently reported this 
staggering fact: Of the 137 tag 
teams active at the beginning of 
1981 (to be classified as active, a 
tag team must wrestle in at least 10 
matches), only 12 have remained 
together without any inter- 
ruptions, 78 teams have parted 
amicably, and 47 teams have split 
explosively, with each member 
declaring war on the other. That 
means an astonishing 37 percent 
of all tag teams since 1981 broke 
apart due to a violent argument! 

“It’s become totally insane,” 
says Jay Strongbow, who has 
suffered more than his share of tag 
team partner sneak-attacks. “Ihad 
turned down all offers to team until 
recently, when I decided to team 
with my brother, Jules. I think we 
may soon see the day when the 
only tag teams left are brother 
combinations. With anybody but 
Jules, I know I would have to have 
three eyes—two for my opponents 
and one for my partner. I’ve gotten 
too many scars from people I was 
supposed to trust.” 

Captain Lou Albano disagrees. 
“Of course Jay Strongbow would 
talk like that, he’s an Indian, and he

USTY RHODES STARED 
across the ring at Southern 
champion Jim Garvin and 
shuddered.

Thousands of wrestling fans in 
the Florida arena screamed 
encouragement at Dusty, as if the 
sound of their combined voices 
could somehow provide him with 
the strength to rise to his feet and 
retaliate. 

Dusty struggled to his knees and 
Jim Garvin laughed. There was 
apparently no strength in Dusty’s 
limbs. Garvin laughed again. 

Suddenly, Dusty lunged forward 
and planted his bloody head 
directly in Garvin’s midsection. 
Garvin, taken by surprise, 
staggered backward and _ fell 
through the ropes out of the ring.

Sometimes it seems as if it’s just one man against an army. In 
Florida, the army consists of J.J. Dillon’s troops: John Studd, 
Kamala, King Kong Mosca, Bruiser Brody, Kendo Nagasaki, King 
Kong Tonga, and, of course, Jim Garvin. The one man opposing 
them is Dusty Rhodes, and he’s not about to allow the state to 
remain in Dillon’s clutches 
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His head hit the concrete floor. 
Garvin remained still while the 
noise of the fans rose to a 
deafening roar. 

Sadly, Dusty was unable to 
capitalize on the situation. He tried 
to crawl to the edge of the ring, to 
administer more punishment to 
Garvin, but his arms and his knees 
simply would not bring him there. 
Even if they had, it was doubtful if 
Rhodes had enough energy to drag 
Garvin back into the ring and pin 
his shoulders to the mat for the 
three count. 

No, this day Dusty Rhodes 
would not become Southern 
champion. Jim Garvin would hold 
onto the belt, and the deathgrip 
that his manager, J.J. Dillon, holds 
on Florida would remain as tight as 


the security surrounding 
Fort Knox. 

Rhodes refused all requests that 
Pro Wrestling Illustrated made for 
an interview until more than a 
week after his bloody match with 
Garvin. Even then, the pain he felt 
was extremely evident. Despite

the dark sunglasses that shielded 
his eyes and the 10-gallon hat that 
sat low over his forehead, there 
was agony reflected in the face of 
Dusty Rhodes. 

We asked Dusty how he felt 
toward the end of the match. 

“Helpless, completely helpless,” 
Dusty said in a soft, reflective 
voice. “I heard the fans, I wanted to 
do something for them, I wanted to 
pull myself up and get Garvin... 
damn it all, I just don’t know 
sometimes. You take a man like 
Jim Garvin, a man who doesn’t 
even deserve to be called a man 
... and he is supposed to fulfill the 
position of champion?” 

Dusty left his question 
unanswered, adjusted his hat, and 
shifted his weight in his chair. He 
gritted his teeth slightly. 

“It’s all because of that lousy 
Dillon, that’s what’s causing it all,”

Rick Martel is jubilant after scoring a 
pinfall win over former AWA 
champion Nick Bockwinkel in 


had taken the AWA champion- 
ship away earlier in the month, and 
the former champion found 
himself in the unfamiliar position of 
having to once again work his way 
up the ladder of title contention. 
For Bobby Heenan, it was a 
match in which he would 
scrutinize and subsequently 
analyze every movement of the 
man he hopes to guide to a third 
AWA title reign. It was an 
extremely important match for the 
manager: He would have to 
determine any potential 


weaknesses in Bockwinkel’s style, — 


and work to eliminate those 
weaknesses before they could 
grow into problems of significant 
proportions. 

For Rick Martel, it was fate 
thumbing its nose at him. 

When Martel entered the AWA, 
he made it widely known thata title 
match with then-champion Nick 
Bockwinkel was his ultimate goal. 
As he worked his way through 
AWA rings, Martel engaged in 
both solo and tag team matches in 
pursuit of that goal. One of his tag 
team partners, Tito Santana, a 
very close friend, warned Rick 
about Bockwinkel and Heenan. In 
a published statement, Santana 
warned, “You can beat Nick 
Bockwinkel, but you’ll never get 
his title.” 

Santana could not have known 
how prophetic those words would 
prove to be. 

Soon after his arrival in the 
AWA, Martel defeated Bock- 
winkel in a non-title match. For 
months after the victory, Martel 
tried to force Bockwinkel to sign 
for a title match. Finally, 
Bockwinkel agreed to defend the 
AWA belt against Martel. 
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Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada. 


Unfortunately for Martel, Otto 
Wanz took Bockwinkel’s title just 
a few days before the scheduled 
Martel-Bockwinkel bout. Rick 
Martel was forced to wrestle 
against a former champion, a 
match he no longer desired. His 


hopes for winning the AWA title 
from Bockwinkel had faded with 
Wanz’s victory. 

Nevertheless, Martel is a 
resourceful competitor, and a man 
who never turns his back on either 
a challenge or a contract. He

entered into his match with 
Bockwinkel determined to do his 
best, and to prove to the world that 
he is championship caliber. 

Martel did beter than that: He 
gained a pinfall win over Nick 
Bockwinkel, a win that would have 
placed the AWA championship 
belt around his waist had Wanz 
not taken the belt mere days earlier. 

“1 don’t feel I was cheated out of 
anything,” Martel said later. “I 
wrestled a good match, | pinned 
Bockwinkel, and I’m pleased about 
that. I wish he still was champion 
when he stepped into that ring to 
wrestle me, but 1 don’t want to take 
any credit away from Otto Wanz. 
It’s an unfortunate twist of fate that 
Bockwinkel lost the title so soon 
before our match, but that’s the 
way it goes sometimes. All I know 
is that should Bockwinkel win the 
title back, I’m going to be ready 
for him.” 

Martel went on to say that he 
was negotiating for a match 
against champion Otto Wanz, but 
that a contract had not yet 
been signed. 

Bockwinkel and Heenan, on the 
other hand, have stated publicly 
that even if he won the belt back 
from Wanz, Nick Bockwinkel 
would not grant Rick Martel a 
title shot. 

“Rick Martel disgraced himself 
in his match with Nick,” said 
Heenan. “He disgraces himself

As Jimmy Snuka drifts further 
away from Captain Lou Albano, 
it is important that we ask one 
very significant question: If 
there is a definite split between 
Snuka and Albano, will The 
Superfly be able to guide his 
own career? 

Consider the duties of a 
manager: First, and foremost, a 
manager must understand the 


ins and outs of what goes on 
behind the scenes at the arena. 
He must be able to deal with a 
vast range of individuals and 
personalities. This enables him 
to negotiate not only contractual 
arrangements for title matches, 
but secondary arrangements for 
non-title matches and financial 
considerations for his wrestlers. 

The manager must be a man 
capable of understanding and 
applying strategy to particular 
opponents. These strategies can 
be either conventional modes of 
attack or more specialized 
strategies to suit a particular type 
of match or opponent. The 
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Cask

Captain Lou Albano is still the official manager of Jimmy 
““Superfly’’ Snuka, although that’s an arrangement that 
seems destined to change very soon. Can Snuka make it on 
his own without a manager, or will the rigors of having to 
guide his own career prove to be his ultimate downfall? 
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greater the maanger’s under- 
standing of ring strategy, the 
better he is able to advise his 
wrestler how to approach any 
situation. 

In addition, a manager ought 
to be able to handle press 
relations, oversee a_ training 
schedule, and handle the various 
details that are likely to come up 
in the course of anormal week of 
professional wrestling. He 
should also be able to handle the 
details that aren’t likely 
to arise. 


Can Snuka live up to this 
considerable workload and still 
maintain a high standard of 
excellence in the ring? 

“1! believe he can,” says Pro 
Wrestling Illustrated Editor-in- 
Chief Peter King. ‘“Snuka has all 
the raw talent that he needs to be 
able to go it alone. Perhaps he 
might be a little bit unsteady 
once he breaks from Albano, but 
if he does, | predict he will 
actually do much better for 
himself than he is doing now. 
He’s certainly proved that he is 


willing to talk to the press on his 
own, and that’s a big step in the 
right direction. If he’s looking to 
be independent and successful, | 
think he’s on the right track.” 
PWI Associate Editor Dan 
Shocket does not agree. 
“Snuka will be lost if he ever 
leaves Albano,” Shocket said. “It 
would be the worst thing in the 
world for him to do. After all, it 
was Albano who taught him the 
skills and showed him how to get 
as far as-he has in wrestling.

of Humperdink,” Sir Oliver 
told Pro Wrestling Illustrated. 
“He hasn’t always won, 
because my men are some of 
the best-trained wrestling 
machines in the world, but he 
has demonstrated superior 
skills on several occasions. 

“He isn’t the simon-pure, 
scientific wrestler that so 
many fans make him out to 
be,” Humperdink continued. 
“He mixes quite a lot of rule- 
breaking in with his martial 
arts and his more conven- 
tional wrestling skills. I’ve 
watched him closely, and he 
is definitely cut from 
championship cloth. I think 
all that’s needed is for him to 
hook up with a brilliant 
managerial genius like 
myself and there will be no 
stopping him on his drive to 
be number one!” 

Over the past weeks, 
Steamboat has had quite an 
opportunity to make an 
impression on Humperdink. 
He has wrestled nearly 
everyone in the infamous

“Steamboat would be a 
great addition to the House,” 
Humperdink said. “He would 
complement the skills and 
abilities of my other men 
almost to perfection.”

It was clear that he wanted 
Steamboat under the power 
of a contract, though he 
stopped short of saying that 
he would pay any amount to 
get him.

but he’s as grubby as 
they come. 

“All I would have to do is 
make Steamboat an offer he 
couldn’t refuse and he would 
join the House of Humper- 
dink so fast, it would set the 
entire wrestling world on its 
head,” Humperdink said 
with pride. “Every man has 
his price, that’s a fact of life, 
including Rick Steamboat. 
He’s no exception.” 

Humperdink’s eyes widened 
‘at the thought of having Rick 
Steamboat join his notorious 
group of wrestlers. “The 
Mid-Atlantic region would 
be mine, all mine,’ Humper- 
dink gloated. “I would 
command so much power in 
this area, it would reduce my 
opposition to virtually 
nothing. Right now, Rick 
Steamboat is a formidable 


opponent for the members of 
my House. If he were on my 
side, if he were to sign a 
contract with me, it would be 
my crowning achievement.” 

Humperdink laughed 
menacingly to himself as he 
thought about a situation 
that, in all likelihood, would 
never come about. Steam- 
boat is, above all, a man of 
principle. He despises Sir 
Oliver Humperdink and 
everything he stands for. 
Nevertheless, Humperdink 
believes he could one day 
swing Steamboat over to 
his side. 

“Like I said,’ Humper- 
dink reiterated, “every man 
has his price. Steamboat has 
his, too. When I’m ready, Ill 
make him an offer and he’ll 
be mine!”

Square Garden that day -in

The way | see it, and I've seen 
a hell of a lot over the years, 
Backlund is one of the most 
deserving champions ever to 
come down the pike. Hell, look at 
the caliber of the competition 
he’s turned back: Hulk Hogan, 
Ken Patera, Greg Valentine, 
Magnificent Muraco, ‘Harley 
Race, Jimmy Snuka...toname 
but a few. 

Consider this: Hulk Hogan and 
Ken Patera challenged Backlund 
with their enormous reserves of 
strength; both men failed to 
capture the WWF belt. Greg 
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Veteran reporter Matt Brock cannot understand how anybody could have 


anything but respect for a man who has accomplished as much as Bob 
Backlund has. The WWF champion traps then-NWA champion Harley Race in 


an abdominal stretch in 1980. 


Valentine, master of the figure- 
four leglock, as well as other 
terror tactics, tried to cripple 
Backlund by concentrating on 
injuring his legs; he failed. 
Magnificent Muraco tried 
several times to capture the title 
using his Asiatic spike, and 


Jimmy Snuka even sent 
Backlund out on a stretcher for 
the first time in his champion- 
ship career; yet both men failed 
to win the title. 

You need further proof? How 
about title defenses against 
Stan Hansen, Dusty Rhodes,

half a list of the men whom 
Backlund has defended the 
WWF title against. 

We're coming up on an 
anniversary. Very soon, Bob 
Backlund will complete his fifth 
year as champion. That in itself 
is amajor achievement. The only 
WWE champion to hold the belt 
in one longer stretch was Bruno 
Sammartino, whose first title 


reign lasted from 1963 through 
1971. Anyone who feels that 
Backlund has not earned his 
place in wrestling history ought 
to consider that fact. 

As for the constant accusations 
that Backlund pays off referees 
to protect his belt, | frankly can't 
offer you any proof one way or 
the other. As far as_ this 
accusation goes, it’s a matter of 
faith whether you believe it or 
not. Every champion who has a 
title reign that lasts more thana 
year winds up the object of 
critical abuse of this type. Nick 
Bockwinkel has had his share of 
it, Ric Flair gets criticized in this 
fashion very often, as has 
virtually every other champion 
through history. 

Personally, | don't buy it. 
Some people love Backlund, and 
some people hate Backlund. 
Those who hate him accuse him 
of paying off the referees. It will 
always be that way. All | can say 
is that | have met Bob on several 
occasions, spoken with him at 
length many times, and | don't 
get any indication that he might 
be guilty of any wrongdoings 
whatsoever.

Super Destroyer is one of the most despised individuals in all 


of wrestling. His deadly “superplex,” a back suplex from the 
top rope, has placed many wrestlers in the hospital and has 
earned him a notorious reputation. Veteran reporter Matt 
Brock explores some rumors and takes a look at who the man 
behind the mask might be

HERE ARE AS many reasons 

why a wrestler might choose 
to wear a mask as there are 
masked wrestlers. 

Then again, there are as many 
people who want to know the 
identities of the men behind the 
masks as there are wrestling fans 
in this world. 

As far as | know, these men do 
not take their masks off at all. 
Oh, maybe once a day to wash 
one’s face or hair, but only in 
absolute privacy behind 
locked doors. 

There are other masked 
wrestlers who wear the mask so 
that they can have a private life. 
You can bet that Ric Flair doesn’t 
walk down the street without 
being stopped all the time by 
wrestling fans asking for an 
autograph or a handshake, and 
knowing Flair, he probably likes 
it that way. But if Mr. Wrestling II 
was to take off the mask, you 
would no sooner recognize him 
as you would my brother Karl. 
Wrestling Il can live a very 
private life without interruptions 
from overzealous wrestling fans. 

As for Super Destroyer, | don’t 
know for sure, but I’d be willing 
to bet the farm that he wears a 
mask out of pure shame. Hell, | 
would if | had his reputation, 
simply to hide from the wives 
and families of the men I’d sent 
to the hospital with the 
superplex. He damn well better 
hide his head in shame. 

The very maneuver that has 
brought Super Destroyer to such 
success has also placed many 
wrestlers in back braces and 
traction wires and has brought 
him an unprecedented level of 
hatred from wrestling fans 
everywhere. There is arising tide 
of public opinion that demands 
the unmasking of Super Destroyer. 

| can’t help you too much with 
that. I’ve never seen the guy 
without his mask on, and I’m not 
about to go up to him and ask

him to give me a peek. But what 
| can do, short of providing you 
readers with a lenghty diatribe 
on why | also believe that Super 
D should be eliminated from 
wrestling, is explore some 
rumors about him. There are 
some wild theories circulating 
regarding who Super D actually 
is. | went to Atlanta, talked to 
some connections, did some 
snooping, and this is what | came 
up with: 
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® Cowboy Bob Orton. There 
are many people who feel that 
Orton and Super D are one and 
the same. They cite as 
unassailable evidence the 
masterful use of the superplex 
on the part of both men. While at 
first this appears to be a 
convincing argument, the 
essential falsity become 
apparent when you look at the 
tale of the tape. Place a mental 
picture of Orton in your mind, 


and superimpose the Super 
Destroyer. While both of them 
are quite tall, Super D_ is 
somewhat more barrel-chested 
and bulkier than Orton. | don’t 
doubt, however, that the two 
men have discussed use of the 
superplex with each other, to the 
detriment of opponents of 
both men. 

@ King Kong Mosca. | have 
heard people say that maybe it’s 
Mosca under that mask with the 


star. Usually these people have 
had about eight or nine boiler- 
makers in the space of about a 
half hour. Don’t even listen 
to them out of pity. Mosca, as far 
as I’m concerned, simply doesn’t 
have the skills to execute the 
superplex. 

@ Killer Karl Kox. | laughed at 
first when someone in the 
dressing room area of the Omni 
in Atlanta suggested that Super 
D might really be Killer Karl Kox, 
but my laughter soon turned to 
puzzlement. | asked myself, Why 
not? Hell, Kox has been out of 
the limelight for some time now. 
He would easily have had the 
time necessary to shape his body 
to the proportions of Super D, to 
learn the skills needed to 
execute the superplex. Why not, 
indeed? | have no hard evidence 
at all, except to say that from 
what | see of Super D’s eyes 
through the mask, he appears to 
be a younger man... much 
younger than Kox would be by 
now. Then again, plastic surgery 
can do wonders. 

e Mr. Wrestling II. | really 
laughed when this one was 
suggested to me. Hell, Mr. 
Wrestling II? He’s skillful enough 
to do what Super D does, all 
right, but his attitude is all 
wrong. “Sure,” the guy says to 
me, “but you haven’t heard 
about schizophrenia? Two 
personalities in one man, 
manifesting itself in two unique 
ways in one body?” | called the 
guy a paranoid, ordered another 
drink, and asked him how II and 
Super D could be the same man 
if they have actually faced each 
other in the ring on several 
occasions. He had no answer. 

® Superstar. As in Masked 
Superstar, not Superstar Billy 
Graham. Frankly, | wouldn’t be 
surprised if there were three or 
even four guys of roughly the 
same build who keep switching 
off between wrestling as Masked 
Superstar, wrestling as Super D, 
and taking a day or two off. I’m 


sure you remember as clearly as | 
do the controversy last year 
regarding Superstar and Super 
D, and the tendency they had to 
switch masks from one to the

other. As for Superstar and Super 
D being the same man; it’s 
impossible: How, then, could 
they wrestle as a tag team? 
These are the most obvious 
predictions, the most common 
guesses I’ve heard from people. 


But I’m not giving up. The 
investigation will continue, and | 
invite you to send me your 
suggestions in care of this 


magazine. Together, maybe we 


can get to the bottom of this 
mystery: Who is the man behind 
the mask? 

I’ll tell you one thing: It’s a hell 
of a lot easier to find out who a 
man isn’t than to discover who 
he actually is!

smells like someone filled his 
teepee with dead fish. Is it any 
wonder people turn on him? But 
the Captain is proud to say that 
not one of his tag teams has ever 
had any sort of adisagreement. It’s 
all in the managing, baby. Any man 
who gets attacked by his partner 
has it coming.” 

As hard as it is to write this, 
Albano may have a point. The 
Ervine Sports Bureau reports that 
of the 47 teams that had a violent 
ending, 36 of them were classified 
as “good guy” teams. Ole 
Anderson thinks he knows the 


.reason for this. 


“When you're an aggressive 
wrestler like lam, you don’t expect 
the world to give you things on a 
silver platter. When I team with 
Stan Hansen or John Studd or 
Super Destroyer, I make one thing 
clear: I’m not your friend. I’m not 
your pal. I’m your business 
associate. Together we make 
money. We have the same goal. 
It’s as simple as that. 

“Now, just look at teams like 
Tommy Rich and his fruity cousin, 
Johnny Rich,” 
continued. “Why, the way they 
smile and wave and pat each other 
on the back, you'd think they were 
going to get married. In fact, you 
know why most scientific wrestlers 
form a tag team? Because they’re 
friends. They’re afraid of being 
alone. They like to hold hands. It’s 
just like a marriage. Pretty soon 
there’s a little argument about who 
gets to wear the red trunks or 
something like that, and the two 
pansies are at each other’s throat. 
It'll happen to the Riches. One 
night Johnny will want to wear 
pink boots and Tommy will 
demand they wear chartreuse. 
Then it'll be war.” 

Obviously, Ole Anderson is not 
the man to consult about scientific 
tag teams, though what he says 
has some truth to it. Most rule- 
breaker tag teams are guided bya 


Anderson.

manager, and most managers 
make sure that their teams sign 
tough, inescapable contracts. 
Many scientific teams, because 
they are friends, don’t believe they 
need contracts. 

“Jimmy Brunzell and I have 
been together,” Greg Gagne says, 
“for nearly five years, and we have 
never signed a contract. We don’t 
need to. I’ve never had a second’s 
doubt that Jim would come to my 
aid if | need him. We’re friends. 
Wrestling is becoming too much of 
a business already without me 
stooping to get Jim to sign a 
contract. And you can’t argue with 
our success.” 

True, Gagne and Brunzell have 
held the AWA tag team titles fora 
record length of time. And never 
once in all their years together 
has either man even raised his 
voice at the other. But the 
Statistics are there. Gagne and 
Brunzell are bucking the tide, like 
fish swimming upstream. 

“So Gagne and Brunzell have 
stayed together all these years 
without a contract,” Ole Anderson 
says. “Big deal. Let’s see how long 
they stay together if Bobby 
Heenan offers Brunzell a long- 
term, seven-figure contract. He’ll 
turn on Gagne faster than an ice 
skater can do a pirouette.” 

And then the number of teams 
that self-destroyed will be’ one 
higher. O

Humperdink talking, | surmised 
that perhaps they were 
discussing a business deal that 
might affect the future of Mid- 
Atlantic wrestling. Was 
Abdullah going to become a 
future, permanent member of 
the House? 

What added to the drama of 
the shot was that both men were 
bleeding from the head. 
Humperdink had been attacked 
at ringside, and Abdullah was 
battered by Wahoo McDaniel in 
a championship match for the 
U.S. title. 

So while they were talking, | 
snapped the shot.

approach him. 

Often, in the past, Ted and | 
would talk into the wee hours 
about our respective careers. 
I've never had a specific game- 
plan for my life. Alll ever wanted 
to do was live on a day-to-day 
basis and simply make the best 
of myself and my _ present 
position. But Ted was different. 
He had his entire life planned 
almost to the day. He wanted to 
do this by 1980, that by 1981, 
and “Win the big one” by 1982. 

Ted accomplished ‘’this’’ and 
“that”, but 1982 is coming to a 
close and he still hasn't captured 


the “big one.” And that grates 
on this man. His life's timetable 
is out of whack; thus, he’s out of 
whack. Deathly afraid that his 
life is falling behind schedule, he 
struck back at his fears in the 
only way he knew how. He 
turned against Junkyard Dog, 
perhaps his best friend in 
wrestling, a man he felt was 
standing between him and a 
world title. 

From his rookie year, Ted 
DiBiase was told that he was 
destined toward greatness, 
destined for the championship 
of the world.

were provided for him by people 
who saw something in this 
green, second-generation 
wrestler. But perhaps he was 
too young to handle the 


abundant praise. The pressure 
to fulfill those goals consumed 
his very existence. When he 
failed, he didn’t just fail himself, 
he failed everybody who held 
such high expectations for him. 


There lies the crux of 
DiBiase’s problems. He cannot 
deal with outside pressures. 
What he doesn’t understand is 
that 95 percent of the pressure 
he feels is self-inflicted. Nobody 
who matters demands Ted to 
win a world title in any given 
period of time. That’s too much 
to ask of any mortal. 

But there’s that ridiculous 
timetable Ted is so dedicated to.
